Q—Our old roof is in pretty bad 
shape and we’re afraid it might 
start to leak at any time. But a 
neighbor said we’ll have to wait 
for warmer weather to have a new 
roof put on. Is this true? 
A \our neighbor is wrong. A 
new roof of asphalt shingles can 
be applied successfully at any time. 
In fact, cold weather actually is 
a good time to re-roof, since the 
work schedules of most roofing con­ 
tractors aren’t as heavy as they 
are in other seasons. 
Q—My brother-in-law says our 
house doesn’t need insulation be­ 
cause it has brick veneer walls. 
I disagree with him because the 
walls seem to be cold on the in­ 
side. Who’s right? 
A—You are. Brick veneer or 
ar.y other type of masonry does 
not prevent much heat loss. You 
can test this yourself by placing 
your hand on a concrete or cinder 
block basement wall in winter. It 
will be cold, no matter how warm 
the basement is. In fact, tests 
have shown that a 3-inch thickness 
of mineral wool insulation will stop 
more heat than nearly 6 feet of 
solid brick. 
Q-—How can I make cauling 
around a bathtub last longer? 
A—Paint it with enamel the same 
color as the walls or tile above 
the tub. The waterproofing action 
of the enamel will give the caulk­ 
ing compound longer life. 
Q—How can plastic tile be cut 
to fit around fixtures? 
A—A coping saw works best for 
Intricate cuts in plastic tile.

When Good Men Do Nothing 


The fight for decency and integrity in gov­ 
ernment and law and order in a community’s 
life is frustrating, heart-rending, bitter and 
dangerous when vice, corrup tion, rack eteering 
and violence became as deep -seated as they 
were in Phoenix City, Alabama, in 1952. 
The p endulum of crime and ruthless brutal­ 
ity swings swiftly to the p eak of its ascent, 
entrenches its p osition and then resists with 
all the fury of a corp ered rattlesnak e any ef­ 
fort to reverse its direction. 
That was the situation in Phoenix City. 
Public ap athy, fear and abject surrender to 
the forces of evil mak e the long road back a 
treacherous one but when men of deep devo­ 
tion and great courage set their minds and 
p ledge their lives to the job, it can be done, 
as it was in the vice-ridden Alabama 
city . 
And once the p eop le are aroused, the p endu­ 
lum gains momentum in its sweep back from 
the jaws of iniquity. Then, only vigilance can 
k eep if from returning. 
The p eop le of Alabama demonstrated their 
p ersistent vigilance early this month when 
they gave John Patterson, by an unp recedent­ 
ed majority, a runoff victory for the Demo­ 
cratic nomination for governor, which is tan­ 
tamount in that state to elecion. 
John Patterson is the son of Alber Patter­ 
son whose murder sp ark ed the Phoenix City 
crime crack down in 1954. Albert Patterson 
was the reform candidate for state attorney 
general and had the aggresive back ing of the 
committee organized to wage the battle for a 


clean city. He won the election desp ite vote 
frauds but was gunned down before he could 
tak e office. His son later was elected to the 
same office. 
John Patterson was one of the guests on a 
recent NBC television show, “This Is Your 
Life,” a Ralp h Edwards p roduction. It was a 
salute to Hugh Bentley, a dedicated and 
courageous Phoneix City 
merchant 
Who 
sp earheaded the cleanup drive which ulti­ 
mately led to the closing of gambling joints, 
honk ytonk s and houses of p rostitution and 
the ousting of crook s from p ublic office. 
During the course of his remark s on the 
p rogram, Mr. Patterson voiced these words 
of caution; “I say to all of you — don’t let 
crime tak e hold in your town. If you do, you 
had better p ray for men lik e Hugh Bentley 
and my father, and these other men and 
women — p eop le willing to die for a decent 
America.’* 
In resp onse, Mr. Edwards said: 
...But as you k now, good government is 
not a goal to be reached, but a road to be 
traveled. Today Phoenix City is a clean, or­ 
derly and who’esome town, a p lace where in­ 
dustry and new families are glad to come. 
All America exp resses its gratitude to you 
(Mr. Bentley), to your town, your state, for 
this symbol of the triump h of justice.” 
To which he 3dded the words of the states­ 
man, Edmund Burk e: 
“All that is necesary for the triump h of 
evil is that good men do nothing.”

Preliminary Skirmish on Labor Reform 


Excep t for the k ind of changes made in 
all bills that are cleared for floor discusison, 


the union leaders and the senators who have 
been consulting with them will get the labor 
reform bill they agreed on while it was still 
in committee. 
It will not matter what k ind of a bill it 
turns out to be. as far as the second session 
of the 85th Congress is concerned. There 
will not be time for the House of Rep resenta­ 
tives to p ut a bill into shap e for a comp ro­ 
mise agreement with the Senate before Con­ 
gress adjourns. 
This is only the p reliminary sk irmish on 
labor reform, not the real legislative battle. 
That will come, p erhap s, in the '86th Con­ 
gress that will be elected next November. 
It might even have to wait until the 87th 
Congress. 
What is hap p ening now is the feeling-out 
of p ublic sentiment as congressmen try to 
learn where their constituents want them to 
•tand. That is the strategy behind the p ro­ 
p oised amendments to the bill p ending in 
the Senate. They have been offered by Re­ 
p ublicans with the back ing of a few con­ 
servative Democrats to create a tok en op ­ 
p osition to the leadership of Sen. Kennedy of 
Massachusetts and Sen. Ives of New York , 
the bip artisan team in charge of the bill. 
They are testing out the p robability that 
p op ular reaction from the continued assert­ 
ion of big unionism’s p ower will continue 
to create favor for strong reform measures, 
in the same way that p op ular reaction from 
big business p ower created antitrust laws at 
the turn of the century. 
They are testing, too, the lik elihood that 
in Congress there now may be more votes 
attracted to critics of high-handed p ractices 
by unionists than to rep resentatives and 
senators who must defend unionists because 
they have no other p olitical back ers. 
The country is witnessing the evolution of 
big unionism as a p olitical issue. It is watch-

How many hemes will be sp lit over the 
question. t’Now that I have all these stamp s 
which would you rather have, a cop p er 
chafing dish and six coffe coup ons or Peter 
Lind Hayes and Mary Healy?” 
The trading stamp idea has had terrific re­ 
birth the last few years. There seems no 
good reason why folk s won’t go for Broadway 
shows with the same enthusiasm they go for 
floor lamp s, electric toasters, and dishes. 
Our misus is already fascinated by p ros­ 
p ect of saving enough stamp ® to turn them 
m for a set of Hunts and Barrymores or a 
load of Jesica Tandys and Hume Cronyns.

Too Many Tornadoes 
We do not recall that tornadoes were men­ 
tioned by William Allen White in that famous 
editorial, “What’s the Matter with Kansas?” 
But another tornado season brings the state’s 
p eculiar p lague to attention again. 
Kansas has had and p robably will con­ 
tinue to have more of these twisting wind­ 
storms than any other p lace on earth. The 
cause, comrary to those who would lik e to 
blame sunsp ots and nuclear tests, is the 
state’s p osition at the p oint where warm, 
moist air masses moving north from the 
Gulf of Mexico collide with cool, dry air 
masses moving east from the Rock ies. 
About 95 p er cent of the world’s tornadoes 
are caused by this collision and the bulk 
of the tornadoes occur in or close to Kansas. 
There is only one redeeming feature about 
a tornado. Its damage is inflicted over a 
relatively sm?!J area — customarily a p ath 
about a mile wide and 16 miles long. 
Kansas has been catching it again, as it 
exp ects to at this time of the year. The 
tornado season starts in Ap ril and ends with 
June. The climax comes in June—and it is 
most lik ely to come in Kansas with the 
greatest ferocity. The same thing can hap ­ 
p en anywhere. No state is immune, although 
Nevada has had no hurricane for some 70 
years. 
But one state, Kansas, is most 
suscep tible.

Adams can mak e so 
many, he exp lained, because “it 
doesn’t tak e me very long to mak e 
a telep hone call.” 
What k ind of information does a 
White House staffman solicit when 
he mak es such a call? He seek s 
the answer, Adams indicated, to 
this question: “What can I say to 
the p erson who mak es inquiry to 
me?” 
The manner in which the White 
House acts, he said, “is a result 
of a rather long history of routine. 
Whether that is wise or not I would 
consider subject to consideration 
by your committee.” 
An essential p art of Adam’s job 
is to handle the sp ecial p leaders 
—congressmen, executive officials 
and influential individuals. He got 
the assignment as a result of the 
vast reorganization of the p resi­ 
dential office that started when 
Eisenhower took office. As a high 
aide p ut it in 1953: 
“Ik e’s idea is that the p resident 
should rid himself of p ressures, 
should not be an op erating branch 
of government where labor dis­ 
p utes, Civil Aeronautics Board de­ 
cisions and administrative details 
of all varieties are handled. His 
White House is a p lace where na­ 
tional p olicies will be work ed out 
and all else excluded.” 


. THEY APPARENTLY are ex­ 
cluded 
because 
Adams 
handles 
them himself or through the staff. 
The best k nown “assistant p resi-, 
dents” of the p ast, Col. House dur­ 
ing Woodrow Wilson’s tenure and 
Harry Hop k ins during the p eriod 
of 
Frank lin 
Roosevelt, 
where 
sp ecial trouble-shooters who could 
break across the regular lines of 
communications in the executive 
branch. Adams sits on the switch 
on the train of communications. 
Consequently, President Eisen­ 
hower has delegated more author­ 
ity and ha^m ore free time than 
any 
p resident 
s i n c e 
Calvin 
Coolidge. 
Adams, in July 1953, said his 
function was “neither to function- 
alize or institutionalize but rather 
to dep artmentalize.” 
In handling this function of “de­ 
p artmentalizing,” Adams is the 
only man in the White House who

has the authority in the Presi­ 
dent’s absence to direct the vari­ 
ous agencies to tak e action. 
Essentially, this function is real­ 
ly two: The White House staff act­ 
ually tak es some of the adminis­ 
trative actions required of the of­ 
fice of chief executive and it rep ­ 
resents the President in dealing 
with most individuals. 
The other imp ortant op eration of 
Adams and comp any is to analyze 
p roblems of p olicy and to p rovide 
tlie President with concise alterna­ 
tives far action. 
Some members of the White 
House staff and some Cabinet of­ 
ficers can manage to get to the 
President 
without 
interference 
from Adams. 


AMONG THESE are the sp ecial­ 
ists such as Press Officer James 
Hagerty, legislative liaison man, 
Maj. Gen. Wilton (Jerry) Persons, 
Economic Aide Gabriel Hauge, 
Science Adviser Dr. James Killian 
Jr. and Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles. 
But, more and rnoie, even these 
top op erators are work ing through 
the White House staff and the Cabi­ 
net rather than tak ing their p rob­ 
lems straight to the President’s of­ 
fice. 
The n« w Cabinet system, in­ 
stituted by Max Rabb and now be­ 
ing refined by his successor, Rob­ 
ert Gray, p rovides a method for 
group resolution of major p olicy 
p rolems when time is available. 
The system involves formalized 
p resentations, often as carefully 
rehearsed as a television p erform­ 
ance, of the p roblem and alterna­ 
tive solutions. And the President 
usually follows the. majority de­ 
cision 
made • after 
the p resen­ 
tations. 
Most of the issues that come be­ 
fore the 19-member Cabinet ses­ 
sions cut across dep artment lines 
and are in the area of domestic 
affairs. Defense and foreign p olicy 
matters usually are handled, if 
time p ermits, in similar fashion 
by the smaller National Security 
Council. 
That leaves to Adams the “de­ 
tail work .” 
As Rep . Oren Harris (D-Ark ) 
chairman of the committee, p oint­ 
ed out', Adam^’ duties “are tre­ 
mendous. Your actions have far- 
reaching effects.”

In the next breath you will be 
told that a summit conference will 
p robably be held later this year 
Why this p aradox? Why hold a 
summit conference at all if it isn’t 
going to do any good? 
• Professional dip lomats k now the 
story only too well. There is the 
long record of Soviet p romises that 
have not been k ep t. There is the 
long record of agreements made 
in good faith, only to be brok en 
by the Russians. There is the long 
record of Communist p rop aganda— 
not to achieve p eace but to stir 
up trouble. 


IN SPITE OF THIS there is a 
minority op inion in most non-Com- 
munist countries that a summit 
conference might end the cold war, 
stop atomic bomb testing and 
p roduction, accomp lish disarma- 
mnt and somehow establish p eace 
This sentiment is p erhap s strong­ 
er in the British Labor p arty than 
it is in any other Allied country. 
It p revails also among the leaders 
of many neutral nations who don’* 
want to get caught in the middle 
of a big-p ower war. 
And so, to maintain 
th ^ So^a 
op inion of misguided or inadequat­ 
ely informed p eop le, the Un ted 
States finds itself suck ed along the 
p ath to a summit conference. If 
this country should refuse to at­ 
tend, it might be understood. 


PRESIDENT EISENHOWER has 
said many times that he would 
go any p lace, any time, to meet 
anybody, if it would p romote the 
cause of world p eace one iota. 
This ap p ears to be the idealistic 
p urp ose behind a summit confer­ 
ence. It is not that there is any 
intrinsic merit in going. It is be­ 
cause this country—and the Brit­ 
ish and French—want to mainta'n 
a p osture of reasonableness.

They tak e long 
and technical negotiations.- 
Such p rocedure does not catch 
p op ular imagination. The idea of 
a summit conference does. What 
p eop le want is a miracle. Some­ 
thing that will enable everyone to 
relax. Something that will p ermit 
foreign aid cuts and reduced taxes. 
Nothing can be that easy. The 
danger is that the United Sfa*os 
will be p rop agandized into attend­ 
ing a summit conefrence that will 
fail. That would set back

And old 
terms for a slack in business ac­ 
tivity are cast off as too harsh or 
up setting. 
Bottoming out is the most p op u- 
iar of today’s catch-all p hrases —

been 
the 
eup hemism used last year when 
the boom fizzled. 
Grandfather may have talk ed 
about a p an: — which today’s un­ 
p leasantness certainly isn’t — and 
Father lived intimately with a de­ 
p ression — which by strict defini­ 
tion this one isn’t either. 
Today’s is called a saucer-lik e 
recession, although some p refer 
breather before the next sp rint 
and others think it shouldn’t be 
mentioned by any name, esp ecial­ 
ly if their own sales are queasy. 
Rolling readjustment was good 
enough right after the war. And 
inventory 
adjustment 
did 
for 
broads dip s in the economy, such 
as the two before this one. 
Total emp loyment, 
wage-p rice 
sp irals, jobless p ay, built in cush­ 
ions and escalators — all are p art 
of the p ostwar jargon of manage­ 
ment, labor, economists and con­ 
sumers. 
Economists see fine shades of 
meaning in all these terms. But 
most citizens just k now that busi­ 
ness is brisk or slow, jobs easy or 
hard to find. Just as they as­ 
sociate inflation with only one 
thing — higher p rices for what 
they buy, no matter what may 
have caused it. 
The old fashioned p anic usually 
started with bank failures and 
Loud bursting of stock mark et 
balloons. There’s nothing lik e that 
today. 
A dep ression — according to the 
dictionary of economics by Haroid 
S. Sloan and Arnold J. Zurcher — 
is “a p eriod of low business activi­ 
ty when p rices are low, p urchas­ 
ing p ower sharp ly curtailed, and 
unemp loyment high.” The current

dip has a long way to slip before 
getting into that class, in sp ite of 
tne distressing total of the jobless. 
A recession is defined as “a 
mild tap ering off of economic 
activity, net sufficient to mark a 
major p hase of a business cycle.” 
Many economists tag today’s state 
of business with that handle, al­ 
though they concede that only 
some businesses are affected and 
in large sections of the nation you 
can scarcely find a trace of an 
over-all slowdown. 
And that state of affairs is what 
t few years back was called 
a rolling readjustment, meaning 
that only p art of the economy was 
down at any one time while others 
went zooming along waiting their 
turn. 
This time the slump — another 
catch 
p hrase 
used 
because 
it 
tak es up less typ e sp ace then re­ 
cession — is too wide sp read 
through the durable goods indus­ 
tries and too deep to be dismissed 
as rolling. 
So the saucer recession has 
come into vogue. Economists look ­ 
ing at p ast economic dip s noted 
that after a fairly steep decline 
the economy, before starting up 
again, sp ent quite a bit of time 
on the floor of the valley (it’s on 
a p lateau when it’s stop p ed dead 
after a climb). The lik eness to a 
saucer came in handy. 
Some now vary this by op ining 
that this bottoming out might be 
on a sp ongy bottom, remember­ 
ing that saucers often can be wet 
and messy. This means the op*- 
tlmists hop e that for some time 
now we’U have only minor up s 
and downs until the other side of 
the saucer or valley is reached. 
By then we’re lik ely to have an 
entirely new set of terms.

Tru e Life Happy Soap Opera

MONTE CARLO — And 
now, 
the true-life story of what happens 
when 
an 
American 
city 
girl 
(Grace Kelly ) marries a big ex ecu­ 
tive (Prince Ranier) and goes to 
live in the suburbs (Monaco). 
After two y ears of marriage, one 
should not be surprised to find 
some changes. But in this tiny 
principality , the changes ha v e 
been enough to stagger the minds 
of the 2.6Q6 Monegasques. 
Consider for a moment the roy ­ 
al husband. Two y ears ago, y oung 
Ranier was a shy , taciturn, com­ 
plicated y oung man with an in­ 
tense interest in racing cars, his 
private zoo, and his y acht. 
And now? This happy husband 
has sold his y acht, given up his 
fast cars and seldom visits his 
zoo any more. 


INSTEAD, he devotes his time 
to affairs of state, especially a na­ 
tional project of a vast und e r- 
ground railway sy stem which will 
be used by the coastal trains that 
cow run right through the realm. 
This plan will give Monaco new 
land on which to build an Eden of 
ultra modern apartment hous e s 
facing thp blue Mediterranean. 
The prince’s shy ness has almost 
completely disappeared. He is de­ 
monstrative with his wife and chil 
dren, and is what one would ex ­ 
pect of a happy husband and fath­ 
er — much more than Monaco 


ever ex pected its ruler to be. 
And if Ranier has chang e d, 
Princess Grace has been trans­ 
formed. Two y ears ago she was 
a movie actress in the public ey e 
every moment. As new roy alty , 
she was aloof. And today . . . 
Well, the roy al couple has sold 
their lux urious villa on the Riviera 
because it attracted to omany sight 
seers. They are now building a 
small cottage retreat high on 
Mont Agel, away from curious 
ey es. 


HER APTITUDE for French has 
made it easy to talk with her new 
subjects. She has taken a personal 
interest in social agencies, orph­ 
an asy lums, the lives of her peo­ 
ple, the Red Cross. 
At least one day each week she 
is “at home” to the women of the 
nation who come to tea and talk 
of the state, the weather, the 
problems of modern living and the 
national game of football. 
From time to time rumors rise 
about Grace’s return to movies. 
“Sheer nonsense,” say s a palace 
habitue. “She is perfectly happy 
and muph too busy as wife of 
Prince Ranier and mother of two 
children to consider any outside 
activity .” 
Grace herself say s emphatically 
that the two “cannot be mix ed.” 
The Monegasques have 
s e e n 
themselves change, too, after two 
y ears since their Prince’s m a r ­ 
riage. 


In every home above the man- 
tlepiece are two Christmas cards 
bearing the House of Grimal d i 
arms. These cards are inscribed: 
“With all my wishes for y our hap­ 
piness (signed) Grace.” 
Palace staff members have re­ 
ceived personal gifts from their 
monarchs each Christmas. Nobody 
ex pects meaningless appearances 
at state functions from the rulers. 
No one tries to make an appoint­ 
ment at the Palace on Thursday s 
— the maid’s day off — when 
Grace has the children to herself. 
But when emergencies arise, Mo­ 
naco is sure their Prince an^ Prin­ 
cess will be there. 
Politics in this little country have 
relax ed, too, in the past two y ears. 
Political parties feel free enough 
to enter the public arena and fight 
for what they want. 


IN MONACO TODAY, sentiment 
is for a revision of the Principal­ 
ity ’s constitution, and the estab­ 
lishment of a Financial Court 
which would control state funds— 
until now under the sole power of 
Prince Rainier. 
“But,” commented a French ob­ 
server, “to jump to the conclu­ 
sion that Rainier faces more dif­ 
ficulties with his government is 
somewhat premature.” 
Every one agrees that a palace 
revolution and the proclamation of 
a republic in Monaco is not going 
to happen tomorrow. The country 


would lo se to o much by such a 
step. 
On the other hand, it is pointed 
out that Rainier is sublimely lack­ 
ing in political sense. His tendency 
to play the part of Louis XIV (the 
power of life, death and banish­ 
ment) is considered rather ridicu­ 
lous, 


ALL THE SAME, the right of 
banishment is no empty threat, as 
the turbulent Lady Docker found 
recently when she and her mil­ 
lionaire husband, Sir Bernard Dock­ 
er, were ex pelled not only from 
Monaco but from the three French 
departments which constitute the 
Cote d’Azur on the French Riviera, 
under a treaty between France 
and Monaco. 
But regardless of national and 
international politics, Monaco is 
still a little .surprised at how its 
reactions have changed in t w o 
y ears. 
“Today ,” said a 77-y ear-old fifth 
generation Monégasque, “every on 
of us would let ourselves be cut 
up in little pieces for our princess. 
She is more of a princess than 
any of roy al blood and she has be­ 
come one of us — a Monégasque. 
And with the birth of a son, Al­ 
bert, 14 months after the birth of 
a. daughter, Caroline, Princ e s s 
Grace has given her new land an­ 
other very real reason to love her: 
an heir to the throne that keeps 
Monaco from becoming just an 
other French department with tax ­ 
es and military service.

NEW YORK (AP) — Keep this 
under y our hat, fellows, but if 
y ou’re going bald, Louis Feder 
may have just the'thing for y ou. 
It’s “the air - conditioned hair­ 
piece,” which weighs less than an 
ounce and is guaranteed to be hur­ 
ricane proof. 
“It’s so light it breathes . . . ab­ 
solutely no feeling on the head,” 
said Ben Kaplan, ex ecutive vice 
president of the House of Louis 
Feder. “And please don’t refer to 
it as a wig or toupee. Those terms 
are anathema in our industry . It 
is a hairpiece.” 
Feder, a pioneer human scalp 
roofer since he emigrated from 
Austria half a century ago, star­ 
tled the industry with a new crew 
cut model hairpiece several y ears 
age. Sales zoomed 700 per cent as 
baldies rushed to get an ivy 
league look. 
The new air-conditioned special, 
•Feder feels, may be his ultimate 
masterpiece. It is held firmly to 
the scalp by two small patches of 
tape, one fore, one aft. 
“The wind can’t get up under it 
ar.d blow it off,” ex plained Kap­ 
lan, a former Air Force major. 
He added: 
“I flight tested it my self on the 
deck of a ship during a violent 
storm, which was darn near a 
hurricane. Later I also tested it 
by diving headlong into the high­ 
est ocean breakers I could find.” 
In both tests, he said, the air- 
conditioned hairpiece clung to him 
with the loy alty of a poor rela­ 
tive. 
“Television comedians are al­ 
way s making jokes about hair­ 
pieces falling off,” « he said. “But 
they don’t. I’ve been wearing one 
for eight y ears, and mine has 
never fallen off.” 
Kaplan can put on his hairpiece 
and peel it off in 33 seconds. He 
doesn’t know whether this is a 
record, as there have been no in­ 
ternational contests in this field. 
Survey s have shown 8 of

ploy ment benefits to invest in a 
hairpiece.” 
Hairpiects for men far antedate 
falsies for women. 
“They were first worn, so far 
as we can find, by Egy ptian 
Pharaohs more than 5,000 y ears 
ago,” Kaplan said. “George Wash­ 
ington wore a hairpiece. So did 
our nex t three Presidents.” 
His most unusual client was a 
man who made his living being 
fired out of a circus cannon. 
“Certainly he wore his hairpiece 
while performing his act,” said 
Kaplan. “Why not?” 
And the most unusual request 
his firm has had? 
“Well,” 
said 
Kaplan, 
“there 
was that fellow who wanted us to 
make him a hairpiece to wear on 
his chest.”

CLEVELAND (AP)—Steel pro­ 
duction appeared to be leveling 
off last week and is heading to­ 
ward a sharp drop in July . 
Steel magazine, 
weekly trade 
publication, said last week’s half­ 
point improvement in the opera- 
tirg rate indicates a leveling off 
after “seven weeks of robust re-. 
covery .” 
> 
The operating rate went up to 
64.5 per cent of rated capacity 
last week, equivalent to about 1,- 
730,000 net tons of steel for ingots 
and. castings. 
Demand will slacken, however, 
Steel said, since hedge buy ing in 
anticipation of higher prices July 
1 i§ no longer a possibility . 
The 
magazine 
predicted July 
probably will be th e lowest produc­ 
tion month of the second half and 
“the downtrend may continue until 
August.” 
Vacations will slow steel con­ 
sumption and output nex t month 
even if June hedging doesn’t im­ 
pair July sales, Steel said, adding 
that there is hope the production 
drop will not ex ceed 10 per cent. 
Biggest change in the week-to- 
week production rate last week 
was in the St. Louis district, 
where production

points to 86 per cent of capacity . 
Production was up 5.5 points to 
66 at Birmingham. The rate for 
Cleveland was 48, up 2.5 points;

I officials liad warned him that the 
union would be left “high 
a n d 
I dry” when this checkoff of dues 
was stopped. 
Reuther reported here that with­ 
in a few days the “old - fashioned 
method” of dues collection w i l l 
cover some 96 per cent of his un­ 
ion’s members at GM, Ford and 


Chrysler, though there no longer 
is a union contract. 
A survey revealed that the dues t 
were flowing in mostly at bridge j 
tables set up outside plant gates 
At each table are men and women 
bonded at $100 each. When they j 
have $100 collected they turn their 
places over to others and deliver 
the dues money to a central cash­ 
ier. 
The cashier is under orders not 
to keep more than $500 in his or 
her possession. When that figure 
is reached, the money is rushed 
to the bank. Thus tabs are kept 
on Vh million dollars in monthly 
dues and millions more for the 
strike fund. 
Never at a loss for a gimmick, 
one Auto Union local in 
Grand 
Rapids has a drive-in dues pap- 
ment seUip.

money, gives him a receipt and 
the treasury grows a little. 
In Chicago, the workers at the 
Ford plant have voted to pay their 
dues for three months in advance 
in a lump sum which, Reuther re­ 
ports, will carry them past the 
point when the new models would 
ordinarily be released. The other 
Sunday, the engineers at the Briggs 
Local voted to pay a year’s dues 
in advance. 
These payments include the as­ 
sessment for the special 
strike 


fund — which now is well over 
34 million dollars. 
This fund gives the Auto Union 
the liquid assets it needs at this 
moment of crisis, says UAW Sec­ 
retary - Treasurer Emil Mazey. 
Some interpret this as meaning 
there will be no strike because a 
walkout would cost the Auto Union 
tar mare than this strike fund has 
amassed. 


WHICHEVER WAY it goes, the 
UAW now is solvent. It has de­ 
cided not to borrow from the banks 
at Vk per cent interest. Instead 
it has been borrowing from its 
own strike fund — at no interest. 
By borrowing from itself, th e 
urjon is saving money — but it 
is cutting into its emergency mil­ 
lions as well. The implication then 
is that this money might not be 
needed soon — few* a strike. 
But someone pointed out that the 
un»on is now in the midst of run­ 
ning strike votes among the Big 
Three auto company workers. 
Why now? Because the national 
leadarship wants to have the strike 
weapon ready if there is no con­ 
tract within a few weeks. July 15 
is the probably date for the com­ 
panies to start tooling up for the 
new models. By September t h e 
new models will be ready to roll 
off the lines. 
The impression is that if peace 
doesn’t come by July 15 — auto 
war will flare by September.
